On tile ground, in the contin­ 
ental United States are 16 air di­ 
visions, of which the 85th at An* 
! drews 
in southern 
Maryland is 
! one. At these air divisions is per­ 
formed the hardest work of all— 
the job of watching and charting 
every suspicious or unknown plane 
that approaches the United States. 
Since 
there 
are 
33,000 
flights 
daily 
in the U. S. A., 
with 600 for­ 
eign 
flights, this is an exacting 
and very difficult task. 
But on a huge glass board in 
"the 
blockhouse” or “ combat op­ 
erations center” of Andrews Base 
are charted the flights of planes 
along 
the 
Middle Atlantic 
sea­ 
board. 
In 
similar 
blockhouses 
around the U. S. A., men are doing 
the sam e thing, night 
and day. 
It’* a tedious, meticulous job, but 
it has to he done. 
In a sort of amphitheatre, look­ 
ing down on this huge glass board, 
sit officers of the Air Force, the 
Army, Navy, Marines, and Civil 
Defense. A representative of each 
is always present, looking down,

Th# Aga of Stalem ate 


It may well be that when the 
historians get around to analyzing 
our time they may dub it the Age 
of Stalemate. 
The statesmen on 
the world scene today seem to 
have developed a special knack 
for bringing vital matters to an 
im passe but getting them no far­ 
ther. 
The map is dotted with the fruits 
of stalemate. 
Korea is divided 
between Communist and non-Com- 
munist control. So it is with Indo­ 
china, and once-powerful Germany. 
Now the Middle East threatens 
to become 
another area of un­ 
resolved conflict, with neither Is­ 
rael nor the Arab states finding 
a basis for a lasting settlement 
of differences. 
In this age, it seems, issues all 
too often become mired in a mo­ 
rass of technicalities, side matters, 
personality questions, and the like. 
Men not only do not act in many 
great affairs, but they do not talk 
about them in any serious way. 
And sometimes, 
when they 
do 
agree to talk, the effort finally fails 
because they can’t agree what to 
talk about first. 
Inevitably, it would appear, there 
had to be an argument even about 
so eminently practical a business 
as clearing the clogged Suez Cana) 
One of the marks of the time is 
the long span over which particular 
Issues, or even single phases of an 
issue, occupy the front pages of the 
world’s newspapers. 
No fiction1 
serial ever did as well. 
The evils of stalemate are ob ' 
viously many. 
Not the least of 
them is the weariness it induces in 
the world’s citizenry. 
When any 
issue is hacked at and hashed over 
endless times, boredom is the re­ 
sult. 
And when boredom sets in. 
the prospect for real solution di­ 
minishes and the opportunity for 
still greater evil rises 
The easiest and perhaps the fun 
damental explanation for the con­ 
dition of stalemate is the great 
East-West struggle for power 
So 
long a- the two contending .sides 
•re in relative balance, stalemate 
may be inescapable. 
But possibly something else is 
also at work, for stalemate today 
i* certainly not limited to just 
those questions affecting the East- 
West contest. 
Some would say that among to­ 
day’s principals on the world scene 
there is too often sn insufficient 
W'ilJ to achieve real solutions to 
problems. There seems to be more 
interest in clinging to established 
positions and attitudes, 
whatever 
may be the effect on world order. 
Rather than yield any thing at all. 
a statesman will split another hair 
in support of his own position and 
go on from there to nowhere 
If 
a world postal service had been 
proposed in this era it probably 
would have been \ etoed 
Humanity never will be of one 
mind and never should. 
But if it 
is to live together in some kind 
of rough happiness on this globe, 
it must find the will and the means 
to solve its mutual problems even 
lf that compels mutual sacrifice 
The will appears notably lacking 
to 1957, 


ticipation In t simulated attack on 
the United States was only part 
of trying to find out how well de­ 
fended we are. 
Admittedly, the Intercontinental 
ballistic missile, when finally de­ 
veloped, could penetrate our de­ 
fenses. 
Also, guided missiles re­

danger.

to jump into action. There isn’t 
any friction between these differ­ 
ent branches of the service where 
the job of watching for unknown 
planes it done. 
Behind 
the big

which reaches right up to 
the 
ceiling, three airmen sit with tele­ 
phones 
to their ears, 
pieces of 
chalk in hand, marking the loca­ 
tion of each plane as It approach 
es the area. 
They know what the 
commercial 
flights are.

if for instance a British overseas 
airline plane coming up from Ber­ 
wyn long-range radar, constantly

More Self Support 
Gov. Stratton Still Hopeful of 


Avoiding Increase in Sales Tax 


SPRINGFIELD VI — Gov. Wil­ 
liam G. Stratton said today “ ifs 
hard to say now” but 
that he is 
still "hopeful” of avoiding a sales 
tax increase. 
The governor at a news confer­ 
ence 
also 
came 
out 
fighting 
against five senators in his 
own 
party who have introduced in the 
Legislature 
a plan 
for Hodge 
scandal 
reform 
in opposition to 
Stratton’s own proposals. 
Stratton said he was “ going to 
make 
every effort” 
to avoid 
a 
sales tax increase and that he be­ 
lieved 
many state 
service and 
grand program* should be over­ 
hauled to put them on a “ more 
self supporting basis.” 
He said he referred 
to 
such 
things as common school aid, pub 
lie aid. the welfare program and 
state colleges and universities. 
Stratton said he was consider 
ing tuition increases at colleges 
and universities and increases in 
state licensing fees to help avoid a 
sales tax. 
Also, he said, if the use tax is 
finally ruled unconstitutional, 
a 
new use tax law will be sought 
Discusses Auditor Plan 
The governor said he believed 
there should be greater local par­ 
ticipation in support of schools and 


relief program s and said he would 
push his inaugural m essage pro­ 
posal that tax multipliers for fig­ 
uring school aid be applied at the 
township rather than the county 
level 
. 
Stratton was asked about legis­ 
lation Introduced by five Republi­ 
can .senators lr create an auditor 
general’s office appointed by and 
responsible to the governor, 
said 
he “ will vigorously 
oppose 
any 
fight to dilute” the authority and 
responsibilities of the governor in 
the reform measures. 
He said the legislative auditor 
plan “ won’t work” and that “ when 
the time conies I think we’ll prove 
our point without great difficul­ 
ty.” 
Stratton said he had found the 
people considered 
the 
governor 
responsible for anything that hap­ 
pened 
during 
his 
administration 
and that “ if the governor is going 
to be held responsible, he 
must 
have the tools” to handle the re 
sponsibility. 
The governor also said he did 
not expect to find State Treasurer 
Elmer Hoffman, who is also secre­ 
tary of the State Sheriffs Assn 
opposing him in his request for 
an additional 600 state policemen 
She sheriffs association has been 
critical of the request.

To Know' in State Records Act 


SPRINGFIELD, IU. - Secretary 
of State Charles F. Carpentier an­ 
nounced today that the State Rec 
ords Act which he will shortly fire 
•ent to the General Assembly will 
contain a “ public right to know” 
provision. 
The State Records Aet. Secro 
tary Uarpentier said, is the key 
bill in the group of proposed legix- 
lative acts drafted to implement 
the recommendations of the Na 
tional Records Management Coun­ 
cil, Inc. The recommendations are 
the outgrowth of a survey conduct­ 
ed by the Council under Secretary 
C arpenter's supervision 
Secretary C arp en ter said that 
he had requested that the “ public 
right to know” provision be in 
eluded in the Aet after he had ex­ 
amined the first draft of the bill 
and that the National
